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1) ...a first hand experience of the faithfulness of God in the thick 
of temptation by laying hold on the three powerful promises 
laid out in this verse before us today. 


2) ...every other sinner in the building. 


3) ...the way a temptation strikes you, and grips you is not 
unusually strong. It may be strong, but it is no stronger than it 
has been in lives of others! 

4) ...or the gossip to their tale baring. Thinking yourself a special 
case when it comes to the strength of temptation turn you over 
to a defeatist attitude. Take hear Christian! Your temptation is 
not unique to you. Victory can be had! 


1) Psalms 103:13-14 Like as a father pitieth his children, so the 
LORD pitieth them that fear him. For he knoweth our frame; he 
remembereth that we are dust. 

2) ...five year-old girl that disobeyed her parents, and was sent to 
her room. After a while her mother came up to talk to her. With 
tears in her eyes, the little girl asked, "Why do we do bad things, 
mommy?" Her mom thought for a minute and said, "Well, 
sometimes the devil tells us to do bad things, and we listen to 
him. We need to listen to God instead." The little girl sobbed 
and said, "But God doesn't talk loud enough!" Well this text 
rings loud and clear! We have the promise of God's faithfulness 
at we face the strongest of enticements to sin. 

3) ...that he had broken his arm in two places. The doctor's reply: 
"Well then, stay out of those places." God makes a bypass for 
temptation, take it. The lost sinner in the slave of sin. He cannot 
escape it. But Romans 6:12-14 Let not sin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye should obey it in the lusts thereof. 
Neither yield ye your members as instruments of 
unrighteousness unto sin: but yield yourselves unto God, as 
those that are alive from the dead, and your members as 
instruments of righteousness unto God. For sin shall not have 
dominion over you: for ye are not under the law, but under 
grace. There is a way out. Take it! 
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1) Although you may not realize it, the temptation that you face is 
an important and constructive part of the Christian experience. 

2) James 1:13 Let no man say when he is tempted, I am tempted 
of God: for God cannot be tempted with evil, neither tempteth 
he any man: 


3) Matthew 4:1 Then was Jesus led up of the Spirit into the 
wilderness to be tempted of the devil. 


4) ...Think of this way, when the devil tempts you to do wrong God 
is testing you to see whether you will do right! Nobody likes 
taking tests in school, but the tests show what we have learned! 
The tests show whether or not we are grasping the subject. The 
next time Satan places before you an enticing offer toward sin, 
remember that you have an opportunity to prove to the Father 
that you are learning what His Spirit is teaching! 

5) ...relief of that interruption. 1 Corinthians 10:13 says that in any 
circumstance no matter where we are God faithfully interrupts 
our temptation with an escape route. Take it.
